Safety procedures highlighted 


NTCA strives to provide the safest 
environment possible for every 
student. There are procedures in 
place that our staff follows and 
that we ask all parents and visitors 
to follow as well. All exterior doors 
are locked except in the morning 
during carpool when staff mem- 
bers are unloading cars. Doors are 
not to be propped or left unlocked 
at any other time. Visitors should 
always report and sign in at the 
school/church office. Those visi- 
tors/contractors who have school 
business should sign in and receive 
a visitor’s badge from the school. 
Those visitors/contractors who 
have church business should sign 
in and receive a visitor’s badge 
from the church. Visitors should 
always enter the building on the 
appropriate side of the building. 
Visitors will not be permitted to 
enter other doors of the building 
except those closest to the school 


or church offices. 

NTCA also has regularly scheduled 
fire and bad weather drills. These 
are designed to help the students 
learn the procedure for evacuating 
the building or moving to a safe 
place in the building. These drills 
are not intended to alarm any of 
the students, but serve as a prac- 
tice situation. 

Please also be aware of our “Safety 
Procedures” for student drop-off 
and pick-up. Morning carpool for 
elementary/middle school is from 
8:00-8:20 a.m. and afternoon car- 
pool is from 3:1 5-3:30 p.m. Morn- 
ing carpool for preschool is from 
8:50-9:00 a.m. A staff member will 
be available if your child(ren) needs 
assistance when exiting/entering 
the vehicle during designated car- 
pool times.
